The House today appro ached the 
end of one of the m ajo r tasks for 
which the special session of Con­ 
gress was called—th a t of enact­ 
ing a farm relief bilL 
While opposition developed in 
the Senate to the pro gram gen­ 
erally considered 
to have 
the 
suppo rt of President Hoover, the 
House drove ahead in its effort 
to pass a m easure which does no t 
co ntain the disputed ex po rt de­ 
benture plan which form s a part 
of th e m easure subm itted by the 
Senate agriculture committee. 
Few am endm ents, and those of 
m inor nature, were allowed 
to 
creep into the House bill today. 
In the Senate, Senato r Frazier, 
republican, 
of 
N o rth 
Dakota, 
added his vote to those opposed 
to the Hoover program . He back­ 
ed up the utterances yesterday of 
Senato r Bro okhart, repn., of Io ­ 
wa, who had ex pressed dissatis­ 
faction with th e trend of adm in­ 
istratio n tho ught.

A sensatio n was caused in the 
flood region lakt night w ith the 
repo rt th a t danger faced the Sni 
drainage district, just below the 
now-flooded So uth Quincy tract. 
The Sni area, hereto fo re believed 
entirely safe, com prises 110,000 
acres. Approx imately 600 fam il­ 
ies live there. 
V eteran flood observers 
said 
th a t ano ther rise like the 
ont? 
last week end would push down 
the Sni dikes and bring dam age 
th a t m ight reach $3,000,000. 
Only the heroic effo rts 
o f a 
skilled engineer and co nstructio n 
crew have saved th e 14,000 acre 
Lima Leke district this long, res­ 
idents there stated, and the co n­ 
tinued safety of the Gregory dis­

While opposition developed in 


the Senate to-the program _gen-: 
erally considered to have the 
support of President Hoover, the 
House drove ahead in its effort 
to pass a measure which does not 
contain the 'disputed export de- 
benture plan which forms a part 
of the measure submitted by the 
Senate agriculture committee. 


Few amendments, and. those of 


minor nature, were allowed to 
creep into the House bill today.. 
In the Senate, Senator Frazier, 
republican, of North-^ Dakota, 
added his vote to those opposed 
to the Hoover program. He back- 
ed up the utterances yesterday of 
Senator Brookhart, repn., of Io- 
wa, who had expressed dissatis- 
faction with the trend-of adminr 
istration thought. 


Democrats, in a Senate 'con- 


ference today, declined /to bind 
their membership to stand back 
of the debenture plan. Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, the min- 
ority leader, said there was some 
sentiment among his party col- 
leagues for the proposal, but it 
was decided the party should not

GRADUATES ON INCREASE. 


Six times as many boys and girls will be 


.graduated from the public high schools this year 
as -were a quarter of a century ago. Then what? 
Forty-six per cent will continue their education: 
112,000 will enter college and 50,000 will enter 
other .institutions. 
Guidance should be given 


them to assist in choosing and preparing for that 
vocation for which they are best adapted, and in 
'which they clan render their greatest service to 
society. 


Education offers one of the greatest fields of 


service. The teacher in entrusted with preserv- 
ing and passing on those experiences of the race 
most worth while and directing the development 
of the latent ability of each child in order that 
he may make his fullest contribution to society. 


Women are becoming better prepared 
for 


and are entering more than heretofore the .fields 
of administration and research. Men are enter- 
ing the ranks as teachers in increasing numbers. 
The number of men students enrolled in teacher- 
preparing courses in normal schools and teachers 
colleges during the last biennial for which 
statistics have been compiled inceased over 71 
per cent. The percentage of men teachers in- 
creased in the past four years from 18J to 22i per 
cent of the total number employed.

UP TO THE TOURIST. 


The growing popularity of the national parks 


has put a new burden on the shoulders of the 
' Department of the Interior, which has the duty 
of maintaining them. 


As 'more and more people visit the parks 


each summer, it grows increasingly difficult to 
preserve the natural scenery of the parks in 
unblemished condition. Where vast numbers of 
tourists gather there is inevitably a 
certain 


amount of damage to wild growth. 
Each year 


the number increases; this year it is expected 
that 2,500,000 people will go to the parks. Con- . 
sequently, the task of maintenance is becoming, 
annually, harder and harder. 


Most of the responsibility rests on the tour- 


ists. Every man who goes to a national park 
should reflect that he is visiting his own proper- 


ty, and should treat it with all the care and con- 
sideration he shows his own yard.. That is ,the 
best way to keep the parks from suffering.

THE LOSS OF MILLIONS. 


Irregular attendance in the schools through- 


out the United States, according to estimates 
made by the Bureau of Education, caused the 
waste of approximately $250,000,000 last year. 
The effectiveness of a school system depends on 
the regularity of attendance of the pupils en- 
rolled as well as on such factors as the quaity of 
instruction and the length of school term. A 
study of -72,120 country children in 70 counties of 
10 states indicates the median number of days of 
actual attendance of these children was 141.7 
days. Half of the children attended school less 
than 7i_ months, over one-fourth of the children 
attended considerably less than 5 months, and 
over one-eighth of them attended less than 3 
months. 
Attendance in consolidated schools 


was slightly better than in one-teacher schools. 
The median daily atendance — 79 and 60 per 
cent, respectively — was higher in schools pro- 
viding 9-month terms for their pupils than in 
those providing/ 7-month terms thereby indicat- 
ing that longer terms usually mean better daily 
attendance. 
Pupils with less than 130 days of 


schooling averaged over li years below grade in 
reading and spelling ability. 


Other studies show poorer attendance among 


younger than among older children. Many peo- 
ple expect this since the older children are more 
likely to attend school during bad weather. A 
more probable factor, no doubt, is the erroneous 
attitude of parents in considering -it less serious 
for the younger children than .for the older 
children to miss school. Trivial excuses such as 
"went to town," "ran an errand," "got up too 
late," "had shoes repaired," etc., are worse than 
none. 
Closer, cooperation between the teacher 


and the parent should result in better attend- 
ance.
